Dear Sir: You will remember that it was rather late when we 
called on you, and your Gladiolus, ‘‘ Reuben H. Warder,’’ was 
practically out of bloom. I saw some fairly good spikes, however, 
and-consider it a good Gladiolus; for the cut flower trade it is excep- 
tionally desirable. The color is very good, and somewhat different 
from any Gladiolus I can at present recall. I should sayitisa white, 
suffused with a very delicate pink, with a tinge of lavender. This 
color is always pleasing wherever found. The plant is free from dis- 
ease and a good grower. Itproduces a large and well-balanced spike 
of flowers. For vigor, size and color of flowers, so far as I can judge, 
it is probably superior to any variety on the market today, grown 
outside for cut flowers. It appears very constant, and does not seem 
to sport or streak with color, as Shakespeare does when grown out- 
side. It is far ahead of May and Augusta, and is only equalled by 
Snow White and White Lady, flower for flower, and you know these 
two varieties will never be grown in sufficient quantity to compete 
with ‘‘Warder.’’
